Grape Vine on a Warm Wail. 


Those of our readers who have a tall 
vacant wall with a sunny aspect might do 
worse than plant one of thé hardy out- 
door grape vines on it. This, when well- 
established, would yield a large quantity 
of bunches of fruit. of capital merit, even 
if not up to the standard. of hot-house 
grapes. The main requirement for sauc- 
cess is a well-prepared bed for the roots, 
consisting of chopped up loam, old 
manure, a little fine mortar rubble, burnt 
wood aslies, pnd a fering d of bone- 
meal. Excavate a good-sized hole to ac- 
commodate, the roots, with ample room 
allowance for growth, and -of sufficient 
depth to alloW of a good layer of brick 
rubble, broken tlles, slates, etc., being 
placed at the bottom to allow for drainage 
and to preyent the root getting into un- 
suitable subsoil. “Place a good supply of 
the tang 4 compost in the hole and 
'then plant the vine, arranging the roots 
as leyel and easily as possible. After 
filling up with the remainder of the 
compost tread the vine in well end ar- 
range for some support to the wall. The 
following are suitable’ varieties for out- 
doors :—Sweetwater, Miller’s Burgundy, 
Black Quitto, and Royal Muscadine.

Huge Total 234,000,900, 


Additional payments by railway 
companies as a whole, for 1918, will, 
as far as can be at presont calculated, 
reach the enormous figure of 
£34.000,000, declared Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh at the annual meeting o 
the GN. Railway Co. The amount, 
he added, paid by the G.N. Ry. in 
addition to wages in the form of 
bonus during the past year was 
£1,056,000. It was estimated that for 
the current year the total bonus addi- 
tions for the company would amount 
to £1,700,000.
